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WILD BILL'S FIRST BATTLBE.

Story of \the Most Remarkable Con-
flict in Border Amnnals.

horsse to the corral, and turned to the
more cheerful duty of exterminating
the impradent  and forwonrd  young
wittehviing, e rotuensd into his dug-
ot domlelte, barved  the door, and
stood waltlng with vifle in hand, Kven
then e faul the habit of not shoot-
ing until the oceasion really demandud
